With other reporters, I ran 
down the highway in time to see 
Mr. St. Laurent climb out of the 
wrecked car He managed a 
smilé;. then I heard him say 
without a ‘quaver in his voice:

LONDON (CP) — Some poli- 
tical quarters suggested today 
that Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd may soon resign. 
| Their predictions followed a 
two-day House of Commons de- 
bate over British Suez policy, 
sparked by a government 
nouncement Monday permitting 
British ships to use the Suez 
Canal. The government forces 
defeated an opposition censure 
motion at the end of the debate 
Thursday night by 308 votes to 
259, a majority of 49. 

A bitter attack on Lloyd by 
Aneurin Bevan featured Labor 
participation in the debate. He 
labeled ~ Lloyd “a monkey” 
dancing to the tune of “organ 
grinder” Macmillan. He said 
the Conservative policy on Suez 
nearly split the Commonwealth. 

Lloyd was booed by Labor 
Opposition members during the 
debate. He was foreign secre- 
tary under Sir Anthony Eden 
at the time of the Anglo-French 
intervention in Egypt last fall,

RITAIN’S DECISION A FEW 

? days ago to permit ships under 
thé United Kingdom flag to use the 
Suez Canal, paying tolls under Presi- 
dent Nasser's terms, appeared in one 
sense to close the “Suez incident.” 

Almost all the maritime nations 
are now using the canal, the revenue 
is being collected and used in con- 
formity with the program of opera- 
tion which the Egyptian leader re- 
cently filed with the United Nations, 
and it seems to be a case of business 
as usual between the Mediterranean 
and Red seas. 

But while the actual traffic prob- 
lem of the Suez has been answered 
for the moment, Colonel Nasser can- 
not assume that his troubles are 
over. Indeed, his real troubles may 
be just starting. 

Most imminent of them the 
proposed Israeli plan to attempt to 
send a cargo ship through the canal 
if the Security Council cannot solve 
the impasse. 

Israeli ships are barred from 
transit by President Nasser on the 
grounds that a state of war exists be- 
tween Egypt and Israel, and that the 
Suez Canal Convention of 1888 .per- 
mits him to exclude ships which 
might threaten the security of 
Egyp.t He says today that he will 
take “all measures” to assure Egyp- 
tian security. 

Israel, on the other hand, quotes 
the convention to the effect that the 
Canal shall be open to the ships of 
all nations “in time of war as in 
time of peace.” There is also the 
question as to whether a state of war 
actually exists between the two 
countries. 

The suggested test with an Israeli 
ship has brought warnings of world 
war from Syria. Egypt has warned 
that the ship will not be allowed to 
enter Egyptian waters, much less the 
Canal. But Britain and the United 
States both favor the plan, provided 
it is carried out peacefully. 

This, then, the most imme- 
diate challenge facing President Nas- 
ser. A second one lies in the. pro- 
posal to build an oil pipeline that

ITH THE EXPLOSION OF A’ 

“nuclear. device” in the south 
Pacific, Britain has become one of 
the three powers in the world which 
are armed with the hydrogen bomb; 
has vastly increased its defenses, 
particularly as a deterrent to pos- 
sible aggressors; and in the cause of 
disarmament has, as Prime Minister 
Macmillan says in a classic under- 
statement, put itself in a “better 
bargaining position.” 

This week's test was the first of 
a series, which the British Govern- 
ment announces will be continued 
despite protests. The explosion was 
set off at an unusually high altitude 
in an effort to keep radioactive fall- 
out to a minimum. The practical 
effectiveness of this procedure has 
not yet been fully assessed. 

In any event Britain considers 
that national security, indeed world 
security, necessitates the tests, and 
in view of United States and Russian 
possession of the hydrogen bomb and 
the many tests carried out by these 
countries, the British case is well 
founded.

Last year 37 students 
equipped themselves at 
UBC to enter dental col- 
leges and only 10 were able 
to gain admission. This 
year there are 54 pre-dental 
Students in the same posi 
tien. One of .them has Stott 
applied to seven colleges—one ag far away 
as Texas—-without success.

Maybe it could happen again, just because 
enough young men aren't given the chance 
to go into the profession of their choice. I 
noticed in my own dentist's office not only 
back numbers of the Readers’ Digest, but a 
shelf full of history. Is this a record of the 
past or a forecast of the future? Am I 
finally going to take a course in history in 
my friend's waiting room while my ears are 
tuned for that pleasant: “You're next, Mr, 
Stott"? 

That could be a possibility. Dental facul 
ties in Canada aren't sufficiently numerous 
to accommodate British Columbians or 
enough of them. It looks as if we'll have to 
create our-own faculty.

The first chart of the Gulf 
Stream was made to satisfy the 
curiosity of a postal official, 
| way back in 1769. The English 
mail vessels were arriving two 
weeks late—or at any rate, two 
| weeks later than the New Eng- 
lland ships crossing from Eu- 
| rope. This deputy postmaster 
|general thought that a New 
England seaman could explain 
the delay of the British packets. 
|He was right, for this postal 
official was none other than 
four wise Benjamin Franklin. 
| Franklin talked with Timothy 
Folger, a Nantucket sea cap- 
tain. Timothy said that the 
American sailors knew how to 
dodge a strong ocean current 
flowing eastward across the 
North Atlantic. The British 
ships lost time trying to sail 
jagainst it. Franklin had Folger 
jand his friends make a chart 
from what they knew about 
| this current from their sailing 
experience. This was the first 
map of the Gulf Stream. 

The Gulf Stream is part of 
a vast circle of eddying ocean 
currents in the North Atlantic. 
It is an off shoot of the Equa- 
torial current that sweeps west- 
ward from the coast of Africa 
to South America, There the 
Gulf Stream splits from the 
mother current, hoops up and 
over to cross the Atlantic to 
Northern Europe. Here it 
bends south to become the Can- 
ary Current and join the 
mother Equatorial Current 
again off Africa. 

This vast, eddying cycle of 
waters is started by the sun 
jand wind. Its course is set by 
|the shape of the continents and 
by the spinning earth.

blow into this area of low 
pressure from northeast and! 
southeast, And the steady 
trade winds drive the waters 
in a current towards the west. 

The spinning earth deflects 
all moving objects in the 
Northern Hemisphere to the 
right. Hence, off the coast of 
South America where the cur- 
rent is forced to bend, the 
Gulf Stream turns right and 
veers north. It parallels the 
continent a few miles from 
shore as far as Cape Hatteras. 
Here it veers right again. It 
meets the cold Labrador Cur- 
rent coming down from the 
north and sweeps eastward in 
a U-turn. 

Like a mighty river in the 
ocean, it flows due east towards 
Scandinavia and the British | 
Isles. Off southern Europe it 
makes another right turn. 
Flowing due south now, the 
stream is called the Canary 
Current. 

In the north Atlantic, the 
Gulf Stream is a wide river 
of warm water flowing through ! 
cooler water. It was warmed 
by the tropical sun over the 
equator, The fringes of the 
stream mix and mingle with 
cooler waters on the way. But 
the heart of the stream is 
warm from start to finish. It 
warms the air above it. This 
warm air clashes with cool air! 
off Canada and makes the fogs ' 
of Newfoundland. It carries | 
balmy breezes to Northern 
Europe, and causes the warm, 
misty climate of the British 
Isles.

OFFICIAL CHECK | 


Voters can do it in other coun- 
tries, including the United King- 
dom, and in some municipal elec- 
tions. But not at federal elections 
in Canada 

The deputy returning officer in 
charge of the polling booth is re- 
quired by law to take the marked, 
folded ballot and make sure it is 
the same one he issued before the 
elector went into the voting com- 
partment. Then he puts it in the 
box. | 

But the voter can—and should! 
—stay to see that the ballot goes 
into the box. L 

The procedure is tied in with 
the, form of the ballot~a form 
which has been perfected over 
the years to prevent cheating. 

The ballot is made up of three 
parts: a stub and a counterfoil, 
each of which bear 
numbers, and the ballot proper 
with the names of the candidates. | 
Each ballot has to be initialled on 
the back by the poll's deputy re- 
turning officer. 

When the elector comes in to 
vote, the officer ‘hands him a bal-| 
jlot with counterfoil attache d.| 
After the ballot is marked, the 
officer checks his initials and

Then he tears off the counterfoil, 
discards it, and puts the ballot 
in the box.

boy, Benjamin Hooper, 7, ap 
peared to be covered with sand 
at a depth of about 24 feet in 
the narrow shaft. 

Two trucks from the research 
centre, the Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laborgtory, brought 
vacuum hose equipment in an 
attempt to draw sand out of 
the well. 

Balked by ‘sandslides from 
driving a tunnel horizontally. to 
the boy, the rescue workers 
started a new tunnel slanting 
downward at a slight angle in 
hopes of better coping with the 
slides. 

The boy tumbled into the well 
at 7.30 o'clock Thursday night 
while at play. He was able to 
talk and move, but then fell 
into silence 

Despite the gloomy outlook, 
Dr. J. H. Kris refused in mid- 
afternoon to give up hope. 


“It's possible but -vegy im- 
probable that the boy is still 
alive,” he said 

A fireman said the boy, alive 
for hours after he fell in, ap- 
peared to be entirely covered 
with sgnd. Rescue workers 
trying to reach the boy by dig- 
ging a horizontal tunnel were 
blocked constantly by sand 
slides. 

“T could only see something 
that looks like a root,” said J, 
H. ‘Warner, an Eastport fire- 
man, after peering into the well 
with a searchlight. 

“That's the only thing that 
shows. There was only a clean 
layer of sand otherwise.” 

Hundreds of persons gathered 
in this central Long Island vill- 
age to lend a hand in whatever 
way possible 

The well shaft was'too narrow 
—three feet in diameter at the 
top and tapering to a few inches 
at 
rescuers to descend 


Fell in 5 Minutes After Well Dug 


The -boy tumbled feet first 
into the well only five minutes 
after his father had finished 
digging it. There was no water 
in it. 

“Oh,..may..God, .what have I 
done to deserve this?” 
father cried. 

Unable to reach the boy, he 
called help. 

Fire departments sent rescue 
equipment and ambulances 

The rescue operation went on 
through the night under the 
giare of searchlights and then 
on into the morning. 

The father worked with the 
rescue workers until he cot- 
lapsed. 

MOTHER HYSTERICAL 

The boy's mother, Betty, 30, 
learned by accident of the boy's 
plight. She is a_ telephone 
operator in the Riverhead office 
of the New York Telephone Co 
She heard a detective reporting 
the boy's fall to police head- 
quarters and became hysterical 
Friends drove her home. 

She was given sedatives but 
couldn't sleep. She paced beside 
the well, and then in the house.

The father first lowered a 
rope, hoping the boy could grab 
it and be pulled up. That 
failed 

Then, within a half hour, fire- 
men lowered an oxygen hose 
tow point “rear the boys face: 

“Benny, can you hear me?” 
the father kept calling. “Move 
your fingers.” 

Until 2 a.m., the boy showed 
signs of life, either by talking 
or moving. Then he fell silent 

“If it's God's: will, the little 
fellow is already asleep,” the 
father said. 


LIGHTED WELL 


George Gydish of the Manor 
ville fire department, spent the 
night lying on his stomach and 
shining a flashlight into the 
well. 

“If Ben can see the light he 
won't be afraid down there,” 
Gydish explained. 

The accident was similar to 
the tragic case of Kathy Fiscus, 
3, who fell 100 feet down an 
abandoned well casing in 1949 
at San Marino, Calif.

CAR SIDESWIPED AT HIGH SPEED, PLUNGES IN DITCH 


St. Laurent’'s Brush With Death 
Third Scary Incident This Week 


By VICTOR J. MACKIE 
Times Ottawa Correspondent 
BARRIE, Ont.—I watched Can 

ada come very close to losing 
Prime Minister Louis St. Laurent 
in a highway accident Thursday 
when the automobile he was 
travelling in at high speed side- 
swiped another car and went 
into the ditch five miles west of 
here. 

The 75-year-old prime minister 
emerged from the wrecked car 
without a bruise and only 
slightly shaken up despite the 
fact it was his side of the car 
that suffered the severest dam- 
age. With other reporters, I ran 
down the highway in time to see 
Mr. St. Laurent climb out of the 
wrecked car. He managed a 
smile, then I heard. him say 
without a quaver in his voice: 

“Tm all right. I'll be all 
right.” 

It was the second mishap for 
the prime minister Thursday— 
the third accident of the week. 

Tuesday his plane was diverted 
to Malton Airport because of 
weather in <7 and had-to 


make two attempts before land- 
ing on instruments, after circling 
the field for a half-hour. 


Earlier Thursday, at Pene- 
tanguishene, a wooden barrier 
collapsed while the prime mini- 
ster was setting nine-year-old 
Cathy Sauve on it for photog- 
raphers. Mr. St. Laurent fell 
backwards but held on to Cathy 
and neither was hurt. The pic- 
tures then were taken. 


After the car accident the PM 
was remarkably composed con- 
sidering the close brush with 
death. He had been sitting in the 
front right-hand seat m to 
insurance companies as the “‘sui- 
cide seat” because of its high 
number of fatalities. 

Driver of the car, Mrs. Peart 
Payette, Midland, Ont., a widow, 
was credited with quick thinking 
when farmer Norman McGirr's car 
pulled out from a side road. 

In the split seconds between the 
time her Cadillac - scraped the 
side of the other car, she guided 
the 1957 sedan past ‘gat guy 


wires, over a large culvert and 
past a telephone pole. 

The car landed on its wheels 
in the seft mud of the deep ditch 
off the pavement of the heavily 
travelled highway between 
Barrie and Camp Borden. 


Mrs. Payette’s car was travel- 
ling at 50 of % miles per hour 
at the time. Hers was the lead- 
ing car in a long cavalcade 
carrying the prime minister's 
party, preceded by an Ontario 
provincial police cruiser. The 
speed limit is 50. 


The party was attempting to 
make up time to try to get back 
on to schedule, 

The cavalcade was en route to 
Camp Borden where a chartered 
Trans-Canada Airlines plane was 
waiting to fly the party to Lon 
don, Ont., where Mr. St. Laurent 
addressed an é¢vening meeting. 

Cars well back in the caval 
cade sometimes had to travel 
and 70 miles an hour to catch 
up with the leading cars, when 
trucks or other traffic held them

Hockey Master 
Dick Irvin Dies 


MONTREAL (CP)—Dick Irvin, grand 
barbed word and unusual hockey strategy 
here Thursday night 

He was 64 and death came after a lingering illness that 
forced him to give up the game he loved late in 1956. 
had spent considerable time in hospital since then 

A minor operation and frequent blood transfusions failed 
to stem the illness. But his sickness never dulled the dry 
wit that made him a favorite with his colleagues and sports 
reporters. 

Irvin, slim and silver-haired, spent 27 
Nationa! Hockey League as a coach—three with 
mine with Toronto and 15 with Montreal. He won four 
Stanley Cups, three in Montreal and one in Toronto. Only 
four times did teams he coached finish out of the playoffs 

Irvin was an outstanding player before becoming a coach 
—a centre who could stickhandle smoothly and fire a hard, 
accurate shot. He spent most of his playing days in Western 
Canada and or the Pacific coast. He didn’t play in the 
Nationa! Hockey League until] he was 34 but even then 
missed out on the league scoring title by only one point 


‘Just Missed NHL Scoring Crown 


His fall name was James Dickinson Irvin—not Richard 
“Irvin as many thought—and he was born at Limestone 
Ridge, Ont. rear Hamilton, July 19, 1892. His family 
moved to Winnipeg when he was seven and it was in Western 
Canada that he became known as an outstanding player 

He broke into |heckey with Winnipeg Strathcona Juniors, 
a team that was without a league and played only challenge 
games. In 1912. he was summoned to help the intermediate 
Winnipeg Monarchs when a player was injured anq scored 
six of the team’s 10 goals in the next two games 

He turned professional with Portland Rosebuds in the 
Pacific Coast League in 1915-16 but the First World War 
interrupted his career and he serveq with the Fort Garry 
Horse, a Winnipeg regiment. 

On his return he was reinstated as an amateur and 
played with Regina Vics “before again joining pro ranks 
with Regina Caps. He was back with Portland in 1925-26 
and the next season the team was moved intact to Chicago. 

A rookies in the NHL at 34, he scored 18 goals and 18 
assists during the 1926-27 season. His 18 assists led the 
league but he was etiged for the scoring championship by 
Bill Cook of New York. who had 37 points. 


Skull Fracture Ended Playing Career 


Irvin was in his second séason in the NHL when Red 
Dutton of the New York Americans. who ister pecame presi- 
dent, checked him to the ice. Irvin's skull was fractured 
and his playing days were over. 

He was named coach of the Black Hawks and got them 
into the playoffs in both seasons at the helm. In 1931-32 he 
joined Toronto, guiding them to the Stanley Cup in his first 
season as coach. He stayed in Toronto for nine years. fin- 
ally leaving to become coach of the Canadiens, helping them 
to three Stanley Cups. 

Although illness started to slow him down in the Stan- 
ley Cup playoffs of 1955, Irvin couldn't resist the challenge 
to rebuild the Chicago Black Hawks, the team with which 
he had entered the league. 

He coached the Hawks through 1955-56 but had to retire 
at the start of the 1956-57 season. 

Leading officials of the hockey world paid tribute to 
Irvin Thursday night. 

Clarence Campbell. president of the NHL. described 
him as “one of the greatest figures the game has ever 
known.” 

Leo Dandurand. president of the Montreal Alouettes 
football team and former owner of the Canadiens, said “he 
was a dedicated hockey man, a great competitor as a player 
angen outstanding coach.”

MANORVILLE, N.Y. (AP)—Efforts to tunnel to a 
boy trapped in.a dry well 20 hours failed completely to 
day. Frantic rescue workers turned to new methods. 


There were fears the boy, 
Benjamin Hooper, 7, already 
was dead at a depth of 24 feet 
in the narrow shaft. From atop 
the well, sand appeared to cover 
him. 

“We are not getting anywhere 
at all with the technique we are 
using,” said Phil Corso, a Suf- 
folk County deputy sheriff. 

The rescuers had driven a ver- 
tical shaft parallel to the well, 
and had attempted to tunnel 
horizontally from that to the 
boy but sand slides’ blocked 
every attempt to drive the tun- 
nel through. 

The new plan was to edge a 
seven-inch pipe into the narrow 
well shaft to prevent more sand 
from falling on the boy. 


DRAG DOWN WALL 


Then earth movers were put 
to work to enlarge the parallel 
vertical shaft considerably so 
that 30 to 40 men could descend 
in it and drag down the wall of 
the well with picks and shovels. 

The rescue crews also turned 
earlier to one of the U.S. atomic 
research centres for help. 

Two trucks from the research 
centre, the Brookhaven WNa- 
tional Laboratory, brought 
vacuum hose equipment in an 
attempt to draw sand out of 
the well. 

Baiked by sandslides from 
driving a tunnel horizontally to 
the boy, the rescue ‘ workers 
started a new tunnel slanting 
downward at a slight angle in 
hopes of better coping with the 
slides. 
| . The boy tumbled into the well 
jat 7.30 o'clock Thursday night 
while at play. He was able to 
talk and move, but then fell 
into silence

“T could only see something 
that looks like a root,” said J, 
H. Warner, an Eastport fire 
man, after peering into the well 
with a searchlight. 

“That's the only thing that 
shows. There was only a clean 
layer of sand otherwise.”
